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AS BIZARRE HOAX 4 - - 
UNRAVELS, THE 
TERM TAKES ON 
A LIFE OF ITS OWN

Notre Dame Ath- 
letic Director Jack 
Swarbrick wasn’t the 
only one name-check- 
ing “Catfish.” 

By Thursday the 
term was popping up 
on Twitter and Face- 
book and countless news sites as word spread 
of the massive hoax involving Notre Dame 
linebacker Manti Te’o’s supposed girlfriend, 
who supposedly died of leukemia but actually 
never existed. 

“Catfish” is the title of a 2010 documen- 
tary that follows 24-year-old New Tbrker Nev 
Schulman as he falls in love online with a 
19 -year-old girl from Michigan, or so he thinks. 
The film spawned an MTV series and an Urban 
Dictionary definition: ‘A catfish is someone 
who pretends to be someone they’re not, using 
Facebook or other social media to create false 
identities, particularly to pursue deceptive on- 
line romances.” 

Te’o is the Heisman Trophy runner-up who 
was celebrated for leading his team to the na- 
tional championship game even as he mourned 
the recent deaths of both his grandmother, An- 
nette Santiago, and girlfriend, Lennay Kekua. 
The grandmother part was true. The girlfriend 
part was not. Questions remain about whether 
Te’o was duped or whether he was in on the 
hoax. 

The story’s hourly twists and turns have cap- 
tivated the social media world. Schulman, in 
fact, reached out to Te’o via Twitter on Thurs- 
day, offering to help him solve the hoax, ac- 
cording to ABC News. 

But as hashtag shorthand, “catfish” is a de- 
parture from the term’s meaning in the film, 
says Paul Booth, assistant professor of media 
studies at DePaul University. 

“ ‘Catfish’ is used in the movie in almost a 
positive way,” Booth said. 

Toward the end of the movie, Schulman 
meets the 40 -year-old woman who was posing 
as his paramour— and the woman’s husband. 

Her husband tells a story about fishermen 
shipping vats of cod from Alaska to China, 
which turned the codfish to mush. Someone 
suggested placing catfish in the vats to keep the 
cod agile. 

‘And there are those people who are catfish 
in life,” the husband says in the film. ‘And I 
thank God for the catfish because we would be 
droll, boring and dull if we didn’t have some- 
body nipping at our fin.” 

Booth, who shows “Catfish” in his classes.

says the term’s newly adopted definition is 
shaping a community of followers— for better 
or worse. 

“It’s important to caution people from fall- 
ing prey to some pretty nefarious people on- 
line,” he says. 


But when a news event’s language becomes 
an inside joke of sorts, the event itself can be- 
come a parody 

“The catfish hashtag feels like people say- 
ing, ‘This event is just like that MTV show,’ ” 
he said. 

“We sort of lose that connection to it being a 
real event that left people feeling violated and 
hurt.” 

“Catfish: The TV show” introduces couples 
who’ve never met in person to see if both par- 
ties are who they claim to be. 

“You feel like you’re part of a community 
that’s watching something together and using a 
common word for it,” Booth says. “But by using 
that one word, you can’t get very nuanced, and 
you’re leaving out hundreds of other words that 
could also be used.” 


TE’O STAYS SILENT 

Manti Te’o still has not spoken 
publicly about the story, but the 
father of the man believed to be 
involved in the hoax called the 
football player “an amazing role 
model” Thursday and asked 
the public to let Te’o pursue his 
dreams without judgment. 

In a post on his Facebook 
page, Titus Tuiasosopo thanked 
people for the support shown 
to his “aiga”-the Samoan word 
for family-since the story 
broke. He did not mention his 
22-year-old son, Ronaiah, whom 
the sports website Deadspin, 
which broke the story, de- 
scribed as the mastermind be- 
hind the prank.

Operation against 
kidnappers ongoing 


ALGIERS, Algeria Algeria launched an opera- 
tion to free foreign hostages at a gas plant af- 
ter it tried but failed to forge a resolution with 
the Islamist captors, the government said 
Thursday: 

Now, the military remains locked in an “on- 
going” operation against the militants, the 
Algerian communication minister said in a 
statement on Algerian state TV 

Mohamed Said explained that the militants 
wanted to leave the country with the hostages 
to use them as a bargaining chip, but the gov- 
ernment won’t negotiate with terrorists. 

Algerians, along with foreign workers— in- 
cluding American and British citizens— were 
taken hostage Wednesday at a BP gas plant 
by Islamist militants, apparently in direct re- 
sponse to France’s offensive in nearby Mali. 
The kidnappers have AK-47 firearms and put 
explosive-laden vests on some of the hostag- 
es, a U.S. State Department official said. 

It is not clear whether the hostage-takers 
wore the suicide vests when they staged the 
action, but they did put them on some of the 



French troops in Mali on Tuesday, reuters 


hostages, another U.S. official said. 

The British prime minister’s office Tweet- 
ed, “Situation remains very serious and diffi- 
cult.” 

The Algerian army operation freed two 
Britons, a Kenyan and a French citizen, the 
Algerian Press Service said. The report also 
said there were a number of casualties in 
the action, but the exact number is not yet 
known. CNN could not independently con- 
firm the report. An Irish hostage is also free, 
the Irish government said, but it is not clear if 
he was liberated by the military effort.

FANS JUST WANT HOCKEY BACK

Tlie niglit after lie heard the NHL lockout 
would end after 113 days, Scott Jeter proudly 
donned his black fleece Blackhawks hoodie 
and toured some of his favorite Division Street 
haunts in Ukrainian Village to celebrate the re- 
turn of hockey 

“I was so pumped. It honestly felt like some- 
thing was missing in my life without it,” said 
Jeter, 28. 

That ought to make the NHLs day Since the 
league and its players squared away a new col- 
lective bargaining agreement Jan. 12, a short- 
ened season of 48 games, instead of the normal 
82, starts this weekend. And while many fans are 
ready to forgive and forget the whole lockout 
mess, not everyone will be won over so easily 

The NHL has prepared for hard feelings. 


The league re- 
leased a promo- 
tional video on 
its website called 
“Hockey Is Back” 
and several teams 
have announced 
initiatives to apologize to fans. The Hawks 
bought a full-page ad in the Tribune on Mon- 
day thanking fans for their “patience and loy- 
alty” and are giving away 1,000 signed jerseys, 
250 autographed pucks and 100 signed sticks 
at blackhawks.nhl.com. 

“It was a difficult period for all of us, but we 
certainly respect and understand that it was 
particularly difficult for you and we’re going to 
do everything we can to earn [your] allegiance 
back,” Hawks President John McDonough 
said Sunday in a news conference. 


The Hawks’ efforts will be enough for some 
fans, but others aren’t jumping back on the 
bandwagon wholeheartedly 

“They wasted two months on things that 
could have been compromised on a long time 
ago,” said Andrew Gold, 27, of Albany Park. 
“I’m not as excited for the season as I would 
have been. I think I’ll be watching less hockey 
because the NHL couldn’t take care of their 
business.” 

But many Chicagoans say they already have 
forgiven the franchise, which says it has sold 
out 190 consecutive games through the 2012 
playoffs. McDonough said the waiting list for 
season tickets, already close to 11,000 people, 
actually rose by 250 patrons during the lockout. 

The Hawks aren’t saying whether any games 
are sold out this year, but a spin through some of 
the more popular home games on the team’s web- 
site shows tickets are available to each of them. 

Jeter is ready to put the lockout in the past; he 
said he plans to attend as many games at the Unit- 
ed Center as possible and watch the rest on TV 
“My feelings haven’t changed about the 
Blacldiawks,” he said. “I will watch no matter

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Armstrong owns up to doping 


Lance Armstrong finally admitted to using 
performance-enhancing drugs during his 
cycling career Thursday describing himself 
as a “bull/’ and a “deeply flawed character” 
in an interview with Oprah Winfrey 

As expected, the former Tour de France 
winner admitted his success on the bike was 
fueled by doping and confessed to using a 
series of drugs to boost his performance. 

In the first part of an exclusive televised 
interview with Winfrey that was recorded 
three days earlier in Austin, Texas, Arm- 
strong confessed. 

“Yes,” he replied when asked directly 
whether he used performance-enhancing 
drugs. 

He also said “yes” to a series of questions 
about whether he used specific drugs, in- 


cluding erythropoietin, human growth hor- 
mone and blood doping. 

Armstrong said he began doping in the 
mid-1990s and continued to cheat right up 
until 2005, when he won his seventh and fi- 
nal Tour. 

Asked why he had repeatedly lied about 
using drugs until Thursday’s admission, he 
told Winfrey: “I don’t know I have a great 
answer. This is too late, probably, for most 
people, and that’s my fault. I view this situ- 
ation as one big lie that I repeated a lot of 
times.” 

A cancer survivor who inspired millions 
of people with what had seemed like a fairy 
tale, he said he did not believe he could have 
achieved what he did without breaking the 
rules because of the culture of drugs in cy-

This broken 
city is too 
easily fixed 

There’s no need 
to compare 
other corrup- 
tion stories to 
“Broken City” 
because the 
new movie from 
director Allen 
Hughes (his 
first without 
brother and 
fellow “Menace 
II Society” 
director Albert) 
nods to all of 
them. If you’ve seen a story about a 
corrupt politician and the person he or 
she sets up, you’ll find “Broken City” 
neither fascinating nor surprising. It’s 
just superfluous. 

The corruption’s not a spoiler, of 
course. The trailers for the film, in 
which Mark Wahiberg stars as Billy an 
ex-cop-turned-private-investigator hired 
by New Y)rk City Mayor Hostetler 
(Russell Crowe) to find out who’s sleep- 
ing with the mayor’s wife (Catherine 
Zeta-Jones), clearly acknowledges that 
the mayor has a hidden agenda. Perhaps 
this concession wouldn’t matter if 
“Broken City” unraveled the culture 
of corruption that exists no matter 
how many people get caught in the act. 
No, the script from first-time writer 
Brian Tucker offers no insight about 
preventing future abuses of power or 
the temptations of a system in which 
it may be increasingly difficult to get 
anything done the honest way In an 
early sequence, it’s clear Billy owes the 
mayor a favor, but he also knows the guy 
isn’t loo percent clean, so Billy’s persis- 
tent gullibility is simply frustrating for 
viewers. He’s also not as conflicted as he 
should be to make things interesting. 

“I take pictures ... I don’t get paid to 
think,” Billy says, and that’s part of the 
problem. “Broken City”— which lacks 
the sense of place and forward momen- 
tum of Hughes’ best work— requires us 
to sit and wait indifferently for the big 
and underwhelming showdown. 

“Broken City” misses a chance to ask 
tough questions: How much does a large 
city really respond to and care about the 
issues in poor neighborhoods? And how 
much do citizens care if a few people are 
oppressed to benefit the majority? 

Like Billy the movie means well but 
isn’t that smart. “Broken City” shows 
little interest in getting its hands dirty

Eirst- 
time writer Andrew Knauer’s script does no 
favors for the performances. 

Director Jee-Woon Kim (“I Saw the Dev- 
il”) has a few snazzy moves, but most of the 
movie’s best moments involve Cortez’s even 
snazzier maneuvers with the faster- than- 
a-chopper Corvette ZR-i. No matter the 
quantity of bullets or the size of the firepow-

Dark Thirty”), has 
her own PG-13 rated horror nonsense with 
“Mama,” which features yet another demon 
who’s always either screaming or appearing 
and disappearing at random. Once again, 
it seems like a paranormal being knows it’s 
starring in a movie, which doesn’t enhance 
the scariness. 

Produced by the overrated Guillermo Del 
Toro (“Blade H”), “Mama” opens as Jeffrey 
(Nikolaj Coster-Waldau) kidnaps his young 
daughters, Victoria and Lilly, and drives 
wildly on a snowy road, almost immediately 
skidding over a cliff Somehow the three of 
them are fine and walk a few steps to a cabin, 
where Jeffrey’s attempt to kill Victoria, the 
older one, is thwarted by some kind of su-

pernatural collection of blurry darkness and 
unkempt hair. 

Though the family didn’t travel very far, 
Victoria (Megan Charpentier) and Lilly 
(Isabelle Nelisse) aren’t found until five years 
later, when they creepily crawl around and 
possess minimal understanding of normal 
society Actually Victoria is totally back to 
normal once her uncle Lucas (also played by 
Coster-Waldau) gives her a pair of glasses, 
but Lilly eats bugs and sleeps under the bed. 
She also refers to someone called “mama,” a 
possibly imaginary being that a man (Daniel 
Kash) smart enough to get his doctorate 
but dumb enough to examine a potentially 
haunted cabin alone at night claims Victoria 
and Lilly created to keep them company 

None of this is good news for Lucas’ better 
half, Annabel (Chastain), a bass player who 
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doesn’t want kids and whose commitment to 
music shines in her endless array of Misfits 
T-shirts. The behavior of both human and 
ghost in “Mama” constantly proves arbitrary 
Sometimes Annabel fears that something has 
entered the house; other times she clearly 
sees something spooky and barely bats an 
eye. The noisy creature that occasionally 
pops out of the wall favors, in turn, innocent 


playtime, violent body-snatching and gentle 
harmlessness toward an enemy without any 
consistent agenda. 

I guess a ghost doesn’t need to act logically 
being a ghost and all. Still, the dull, cliche- 
filled “Mama,” which teases a twist that never 
comes, is the kind of movie in which you 
don’t fear the demon in the main character’s 
bed— you only envy that she gets to lay down.

On a day spent offer- 
ing what he perceives 
as a crash-course in 
manhood, Vincent 
(Chicago native 
Common) expects his 
ii-year-old nephew, 
Woody (Michael 
Rainey Jr.), to pick 
up a lot in one lesson. How to crack a crab, 
OK. But driving? Firing a gun? Can we at least 
schedule a follow-up? 

Actually better to get it over with. The 
derivative, murky “LuV’— and its numerous, 
unnecessary time-stamps, as if we care if it’s 
7:24 a.m. or 7:25 a.m. —feels long enough at 
87 minutes. Vincent mysteriously gets out of 
jail after serving just eight years of a 20 -year 
sentence. Now he wants to open his own 
Baltimore crab restaurant (how original!) but 
will have to track down the necessary cash 
through less-than-legit means. That doesn’t 




generate much action or urgency though, just 
a watered-down story sure to be compared 
unfavorably to “The Wire.” 

Speaking of “The Wire,” Michael K. Wil- 
liams is just one familiar face underused in a 
small role in “Luv” The same goes for Danny 
Glover, Dennis Haysbert and Meagan Good. 
Common (TV’s “Hell on Wheels”), mean- 
while, fumbles his biggest starring role to date. 

Director/co-writer Sheldon Candis clouds 
the situation enough to make you want to fig- 
ure out what’s going on, but neither fully clari- 
fies the narrative nor rewards the attention. 
Good intentions or not, Vincent’s guidance 
mostly puts his nephew in harm’s way and his 
journey of redemption comes off as a guy con- 
fronting his past in poorly planned fashion.

Won’t Back Down 

This feels like a Lifetime film that 
lacks clarity. It bounces through 
hot-button issues with such ran- 
domness that the central message 
ends up muddied. Buried under 
all the distracting elements is a 
gem of an idea, but the numer- 
ous tangled plots leave this story 
of class struggle incomplete. At 
its heart is the story of two moth- 
ers (Viola Davis and Maggie 
Gyllenhaal) who decide to trans- 
form their children’s failing inner- 
city Pittsburgh school.

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Stephanie Izard’s West Loop diner 
Little Goat is one big deal

with the opening of Little Goat, her spin on a classic 
East Coast diner, it seems fitting that the chef who had 
the whole city talking about pig face now is serving a 
smoked pork milkshake with a cherry on top. 

Opened last month in the West Loop, Little Goat has a lot going on. Besides 
the main dining room. Little Goat Diner, there’s Little Goat Bread, a coffee- 
house-bakery-bar-sandwich shop combo that also bakes all the bread for Girl 
& the Goat across the street. Upstairs, there’s a cooking classroom and private 
dining space in the works. 

AU that aside, perhaps the biggest appeal of Little Goat is that it’s a place to 
taste Izard’s food without a reservation made weeks in advance. A diner is sup- 
posed to be the kind of place you can just drop in for a bite, right? I stopped in 
for a few meals to size up what Izard’s latest creation has in common with the 
traditional diners that inspired it.

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IC^he coffee’s bottomless 

1 ^^ Drip coffee from Portland-based Stumptown 
Coffee Roasters comes with free refills, but it’s the spe- 
cialty espresso drinks that really rock, such as the sig- 
nature Little Goat ($3.75), a chai-coffee mashup made 
from espresso with masala spice, goat’s milk caramel 
and steamed goat’s milk. All coffee drinks have two 
espresso shots, which you’ll need to counteract food 
coma-inducing treats such as the Fat Elvis waffles 
($11), a salty-sweet flavor bomb of banana slices, bacon 
crumbles and an ice cream scoop-sized heap of pea- 
nut-butter butter. That last part isn’t a typo-it’s Izard’s 
genius peanut butter-flavored butter that melts into a 
pool of scrumptiousness atop two fresh-from-the-iron 
waffles. 

IS^l/The menu’s big 

It sure is-plus it’s tri-fold and plastic-encased, 
like a diner menu should be. With more than 75 items, 
the selection is seriously dizzying. Izard is known for 
expertly combining textures and flavors, and that skill 
seemed to shine through especially in some of the 
least diner-esque dishes. A Korean pancake sand- 
wich with pork belly and house-made hoisin sauce 
($12) sounds more at home at chef Bill Kim’s new 
Belly Q down the street. But it fired on all cylin- 
ders with smoky pork, crunchy bok choy and 
ginger-maple dressing that added just enough 
sweetness and zing to the rich scallion pancake 
base. Even though there are dozens of reimag- 
ined diner classics still to try-club sandwich, reu- 
ben, biscuits and gravy, patty melt-1 could see my- 
self wanting to order that porky pancake every time. 
On the other hand, not everything is a slam dunk. My 
server recommended the Croque Monster ($12), which 
is basically a gigantic ham and cheese omelet topped 
with a sliver of toast sliced so thin that you can literally 
see through it. It looks cool, and it’s a decent omelet, 
but it just didn’t feel as special as everything else. 


FAST FACTS ON LITTLE GOAT 

Reservations: Not accepted. Expect a wait at peak meal times. I 
was able to snag a counter seat with no wait on two occasions. 

To eat: The menu features more than 75 dishes. Entrees 
featuring goat’s meat include the goat burger, 
sloppy goat sandwich, farmer’s pie, goat chili 
and goat chili fries. 

To drink: Beer, wine and cocktails, plus 
coffee drinks and an impressive col- 
lection of retro bottled sodas such as 
Cheerwine, Green River and Nehi Peach. 
The crowd: Solo diners and gal pals at 
the counter, foodie friend groups filling 
the booths and a handful of families with 
kiddos under 5. 

Souvenirs: If you think the goat-embla- 
zoned mugs are cute enough to swipe, visit 
the retail nook to buy them along with other 
goaty goods for fanboys and girls. 

Good to know: Little Goat isn’t that little at all; it’s much big- 
ger than the West Loop’s other modern spin on a diner, Au Cheval. 



□ The food’s greasy 

Diners often are called “greasy 
spoons,’’ but Little Goat doesn’t deserve 
that label, despite the ample fried foods 
on the menu. Tempura-fried onion rings 
and pickies ($7) are crunchy and light as 
air, served alongside ranch and curry mayo 
for dipping. Fried chicken ($22) is a crispy, 
greaseless wonder resting on fluffy mashed 
potatoes flooded with rich gravy. If this is 
how Izard does fried chicken, we’re in for 
a treat when she debuts a chicken-centric 
eatery sometime in 2013. 


open early— and late 

Check and check. The diner’s open 
from 7 a.m. to 2 a.m. daily, and breakfast is 
served all day. The adjacent bakery. Little 
Goat Bread, opens at 6 a.m. to serve breads 
and pastries-plus sandwiches on fresh- 
baked potato buns, baguettes or sour- 
dough-and closes up at dinner time, when 
the space takes on more of a bar vibe.

Yup, the most iconic fixture of old-school 
diners is in plentiful supply, lining the coun- 
ter in front of the kitchen. Vintage napkin 
holders top the tables, and booths line the 
walls, though they’re upholstered with a 
tasteful caramel-colored material rather 
than, say, shiny red vinyl. 



□ There’s a jukebox 
in the corner 

Nope, but I left wondering how 
I could get my hands on Little 
Goat’s playlist. Tunes ranged from 
throwback to so-right-now and 
grew louder and funkier by night 
(nothing like a little “Gold Digger’’ 
by Kanye West to inspire you to 
order another beer). I loved hear- 
ing a mix of original songs I recog- 
nized more for their remakes (“It’s 
My Life,’’ the Talk Talk version, not 
No Doubt) and vice versa (“Girls 
Just Want to Have Fun’’ by Start- 
er), which seems oh-so-appropri- 
ate for a modern diner. 


□ The prices are tiny 

This isn’t the kind of diner where you can score a 
full spread of eggs, sausage, bacon, potatoes and toast for 
a measly $7. Breakfast entrees and sandwiches run $9-$13, 
dinner entrees span $14-$22, and sides such as fries and 
goat cheese-topped hash browns are served a la carte ($4- 
$7). So if you add a boozy beverage ($6-$13 for beer and 
wine, $13 for cocktails) and split a starter such as the cheesy 
hot crab dip ($12) with a friend, it’s easy to drop $50 apiece. 
Portions are generous, and taking leftovers home is the 
only way I had room for dessert; from the number of peo- 
ple leaving with to-go boxes, I clearly wasn’t the only one 
saving room for the sundaes, milkshakes and pie ($6-$8). 
Blood orange meringue pie was tart and light, while the 
chocolate pie (“like heaven,’’ gushed my server) was kind of 
like a mix between a chocolate-chip cookie and pecan pie 
that would have been more heavenly if served warm. 


□ Your server’s 
a sassy old broad 

Definitely not. Little Goat’s servers are more 
sweet than snappy, and all are quite young. The 
ladies sported collared dress uniforms with ruf- 
fled aprons, though they didn’t look ripped from 
“Two Broke Girls’’ thanks to their understated 
eggplant hue. Though Izard’s following will likely 
continue to bring in big crowds, my server made 
an effort to ask my name, which was enough to 
make me feel like a regular. 

Bottom line: The monstrous size of Little 
Goat’s menu and Izard’s comforting flavor com- 
bos beg you to come back. And even though 
I’ve already been three times, that’s exactly 
what I’ll be doing.
